the year ending June 30, 1882 the governmenl
unlesreached 15,600,849 ncres,and in the South
the sales had increased to 2,355,764, or fil-
téen per cent, of the whole. Im other words,
the total salea have not doubled since 1879,
while in the Sputh they have increased al-
most sixfold. The West, open to those
who desire more inviling prospects thon
they find where Lhey were born, is no lopger
the Weat of thirty years ago. The stéady
march of foreign immigration has everw,
year thrown it farther back, until only vant’
aud treeless prairies, subject to the vigorous
winters of a Rusian clime, or regions to be
cultivated cnly by the nid ol irrigation, are
open lo the seekers of vew homes. The
tHowih hae, thérefore, become the moet in-
viting of any spot to those who fnd obtaia-
ing n living in the North becoming every
year more dificult, Here, with good profit,
they can grow grasses and caltivate graio,
for the proceeds of which Lhere is a stendy
demand at good prices, The attccess of those
who come insures their being followed by
fricnds and old neighbors, and the work of
immigration ooce arrived at s cerlain siage
will proceed with unusually increasiog
rapidity, until—Northern thrift being adided
to Soulbery experience—our sunny land will
became the most prosperous and wealihy
thatis to be feund withinthe limits of the

for existence and safety, But Gladstope han
given proof that when an pppressed cluss of
people look to him for redress, and an over-
bearing arislpcracy appesl to him lo con-
surve their privileges snd Lo insure to them
the right by which they oppress, that the
just elaims of the people will receive his atl-
tention and be the subject of his efforts,
whatever may become of rights that are used
to ioflict wrong=, and of privileges that vio-

ran away sgain. After 3 while we heard a
raltliog ss though a dog with = tin can tied
to his tail were running through the next
sireel. The twelve Germans sgain tarned the
corner, drawing al'er them what looked like
& lin box on wheels. It was the fre-eagine—
an open lin box with s hand-pump. A hose
was altsched. A firemnan mounted the lsdder.
Agother fireman carried the hose up to him,
Meanwhile women with large wooden paniers
atrapped (o their backs brought water from
the neighboring foontain agd emptied it into
the engive. Fioally everything wan ready and
the pumpiog began. Several large streams
of water cawe from the joiota of the hose
and wel the bystanders. Awmall stresm came
from the nozsle. The fire wan such a trifle
that they really managed fo get it pretty
well under control. Then they consulted as
o whelber they should sdjourn then and
‘here and get some or go on antll the
fire was completely out. They decided io
sadjourn. Iu about an bour they came back
and finiabed their work., I heard one Bay-
retittier eay to another (hat alter all the Bay-
renth fire brigade was the best in the warld.

On (he 19th of Beptember Lonis Kossuth
wan eighty years old, and celebrated his
biribday, the London ¥elepraph eaye, “in
his modest dwellicg at Tuorin, surronoded by
the wembers of hin family and®a lew of his
most inlimale friends. The scien of a noble
but impoverished bouse, he was born io the
second year of the present century, at Monor,
in the counly of Zsmplin, al a com-
paratively early age gave promise of the
extraordinary natural gifts that, later oo,
oltsined his universal recogeition as ‘the
greatesl orator of so elogquent nation.! Hav-
ing at one period of bin life played a part
second lo none in one of the mont thrilling
tohliual. dramas ever performed upon the
luropean stage, he lapsed ioto obseurity
shortly after the inal collopse of the Huon-
garian iosurrection, and seemed, as |ime
went on and his covatry recovered her lost
liberties by peacelul means, lo lose touch
of his covntrymen, Between the ex-dictalor
and Magyars of the existing regume, faithfol
disciples of Dualism, there in probably
litile mutual understanding sod less sympa-
thy. For thirly years past Louis Kossulh
ban lived in voluntary exile, far from the
political hurly-burly, and, but for some un-
tmportant dabbling in & few abortive con-
spiracies, passive and apparently indifferent
spectator of events, many of which had been
brought about by his instrumentality during
a previous epoch.

Congress and the Supreme Court bave deter-
mined it. The Edwuvnds bill punishea it as
acivil offense by a heavy fine and long im-
prisonment in the penitentiary, and super-
adds to that the rofamous apd degrading
penalty of dinfranchisement, tolal ineapacity
to vote or hold office under the Territorial
goveroment o Dinh, or onder the United
States anywhere, You may call that cruel
if you please. No one, I think, will deny
that there i1» wome ground ol complaint
againsl it on that score. But thal does not
affect the validity of the law, Congress hay-
ing jurisdiction over thew, can punish the
offense by haogiog or shuotiog the delia-
quent, just as certain as it can fine sizpeoce
apisce. Heuvy an is the bhand that is laid
upon them, they must submit until it is
lified.”

THE REAL TROUBLE IN UTAHL

“Then your appeal will be to Congress lor
a mitigation of the law?"’

All eleotion and all
registering officers were removed by the act
of Congress, with a proviso that their places
should be filled by appointeen of the com-
mivsioners, Five genllemen of wvery good
characier sccepled the appointments, took
the outh of office and drew the pay, But
they did not go to the Territory or make any
appointments until it was (0o Iate 1o hold the
annual election for Territorinl officers, fized
by law for the first Monday in August, and

To sup-
posa that more was mexant is to impule a
willful, deliberate sud corrupt violation of
the constitution, which ia the worst kind of
perjury that mogal man can lay upon his
sonl. It is a wellfsetileg rule of 1oterpreta-
tion that wo soch imputation shall ever be
made agaiost the legialative depariment, on-
less the evil injent s expressed wo plainly
that no other construction is possible.
Neither the Congress nor avy other power
in this country can disfranchize citigens by
legisiatjve decree any more than it cin order
them to be killed, and Congress did ot try
to do it. This infamoys legislation is the
waork of the commissioners ( bemselves,

*You sek why il is inflamons? That ques-
tion can be ensily answered. The reanons
are innumerable. Here in briel sresowe of
them: Itisa bill of pains and penalties;
second, it is punishment without trial; third,
it asaumes that all men are guilty who re-
fume to clear lhemselves by an expurgalory
oath, reversing the rulea of evidence which
lie at the foundation of civil liberty; fourth,
it is e post fuclo in ite operation, going back
pearly a whole generaiion to disfranchise
people for offenses supposed to have bren
committed long before there was aoy law Lo
inflict that penalty upon them by depying
thess prisciples.

“Again: There is an offense now impu-
denitly and openly practiced of taxing sal-
aries for political pu.Tonu, whereby the
bigh-placed man uses his suburdinales as
mere instrumeants for drawiog money ont of
the tremsury and putting it isto a fund
which is need to manufscture public jodg-
weat and corrupt elections.

Itis
forbidden by Iaw; but the law s evaded.

standing the rule ol the commission?

LAWSH THAT ENCOURAGE VICE

Judge Black—I cannot spesk with accn-
racy, but I believe that the encmies of free
government in Utah are as nearly as posai-
ble one fifteenth of the populstion. O the
other fourteen-filicentha someiliing above
tén per cwnt, are accused truly or ialeely of
polygamy. Excluding tbese last lrom the
polls, the people can still beat the inimical
{nction ten - to one. Bot it is feared that
wany others will indignantly refuse to take
the volawlul oath or let their namess go upon
a registry from which their fellow-citizens
are unjustly wiricken. Besides (he nuli-
popular party is strengtheniog ileell with
recruita {rom the vilest dens of infamy; for
instance, the keeper of a large and notorious
house of ill-fame and all the inmates of her
establishment are already registered, the
commissionern having modified the oath
against unlawiul cobabilation, so that ihe
votes of them and their male customers are
received wilh sll the honors, while married
people are excluded, simply becaose they
are married according to the law of God, as
they believe it. Thisis not all, The com-
wirsion is a returning board, and some natu-
ral terror in fell lest the foul job be ended
by a fulse returo.

“Again, | say, these commissioners ure, or
weré when appointed, wen of excellent repu-
tation, Their superiors for integrity =nd
ability conld bardly have been found in the
Union. To me it seemed s mere matter of
courks thut they would perform with perfect
fidelity the wimple duty asigned them of
nolding the elections sccordiog 1o law. I
could not anticipate that they would unite
with the enemies of the people 1o deprive
them of their franchises. I would as soon
have auspected them of joining James and
his gang 1o rob the express trains.”

“Do vou mean Lo say that others have evil
designs upon tha people of Utah which this
conduct of 1he commision will promote?"

A REBELLION IN UTAH,

Jodge Black—Yea! there i a life and
deaih atruggle going on between the people
who are irying o save their right of loesl
relf-government snd a crew of godless
wrelches who sre siraining every nerve to
take it from them. Let we explsio: The
setilers who were (here in 1847 became organ-
ized under a Terri‘orial government which
gave them the privileges ol a free community,
with a Legislature of their own to make their
logal laws, and with officers of their own
choice to manage their local affairs, They
exerciged this power with 80 much prudence
that the community grew and prospered ex-
ceedivgly. Therr indusiry and frugality
were 80 universal that extreme poveriy be-
came a thing usknown, Their ways were
ways of plessantoess, for they did justice
and administered chlrit{, not only to one
snother, bul to nll wiho lived awmong them
and the straoger within their gaies. Loav.
iog pelygamy out of the guestion the sla-
tiaties show them fo be the mosat virtuous
and upright people that ever colonized
a new country on this contivent,
They had great oatoral difficoliies to over-
come. The valley of 1the greai Salt Lake,
when they went Lo it, was an srid degert so
barren that Col. Burger, who knows it well,
said he would give $1000 for the first bushel
of wheat that conld be grown there. Bat by
u svstem of irrigation, admirably organized,
established by enormius Iabor, and main-
tained by incessunt vigilance, together with
steady and akillful caltivation, they have
made it a goodly land of froiiful farms aod
thriviog towns, Thix great result could have
been achieved only { a free prople pre-
tected only by laws of their own making, ad-
ministered by offivers of their own choice.
To take frow them the right of local self-
government would be a visilation upon them
worse than a general conflsgration,

Judge Biack—1 will tell you in & moment,
Bat just bere let me {how you bow the evil
thinyg ia threatened. The governor and other
Federal officers, and a few more who back
thiem, have for yesrs Made no secret of their
denire to e'uich the territorial government,
Early in the last session they lobbied for an
act of Copgrese suthorizing them to seize it
Buot they failed entirely. Alter the Edmunds
bill, and after the commission by its neglect
of duty had broken down the August elec-
tion, they ot an amendment stuck into the
appropriation bill and passed throngh the
sime io ulter ignorance of the situation,
But that, too, was an abortion, for it did not
give the muoh-coveted power. Sioce that
time (only » few days sgo) the governor has
issued a prociamation declaring bis intention
to tirow out 105 of -the Eu]nle'n officers, nnd
numing the persons whom he will put in
their pleces, This ia n grand cowp de elat
which, if it succeeds, will make the whole

territorial  goverament the prey of the
spoiler. He and bis sesistanie in the
iniquity will aonibilale the power ol

the people lo govern themselven =0 2s 1o
wansge their own aflsira in auy particu-
lar, Con‘rolling the local magistrats, the
sheriffs and constables there will be nseheck
upon their rapacity, (Owniog every assessor,
collector, trensurer and all custodians of
ublic money, they will rev®l n  plooder.
No man's rights or propertly wiil be secure,
and no man can safely follow any business
but that ol thefr, To frame excuses for these
acts of oppremsion they will invade the priv-
gey of families; kitchens and bed-chambers
will be watched by eavesdroppers and visited
by hireling spies or lyiog delaytors. A vul-
gar despotism like that would be & measure.-
less calamily to any community on which it
might be im . To Utah it would be
fatal. Bhe cannot sland what Booth Carolios
did, No ten years of good stealing can be
found there.”
“Wby do you hbelieve 1hat such terrible
consequences will foliow the governor’s suc-
cess in this mevement? It seemn to me
bhard and bharsh 0 dencuoce them in md-
vance."
THE DANGER OF NATIONAL OPPRESSION,
Judge Black—I can only judge of the
[uture by the past. I expect thess ns
o acl alter their kind, All men who by
foree or fraud ever got possession of such
pswer, bave abused it most strocipusiy, and
one set is sa bad a» another, Wherever an
imperial geversment hassent its ageals npon
an outlying province to comtrol it witkont
regard lo Lie rights, feelings or interest of
the people, plunder, oppression and cruelt
have gooe with them. Irelsnd atiests th
by 700 years of suffering. Our fathers as-
serted it in 1the Declaration of Independence,
spd if you want more recent proof, look at
the vnspeakable ouirages Eerpelnlul upan
the South by the carpetbag felooe. All
thioking men koow it 1= a maxim that the
refosal of local self government, or bome
rile, lo aoy Stale or Terrilory means ‘he
denial of everrthivg which is honest or just
Bogides this genera] principle there in a
apecial reason for disirusting these faderal-
ists in Liab. The man who leads them is
the sawe govervor who, lexs than a year sgo,
solemnly certiied the election of a candi-
date for delegate 1o (ongrems, though he
knew him to be defeated by more than four-
teen to ove. [ venture lo say that, take it
sltogether, this is the most soprincipled raid
that was ever made upon the liberties of sny
Ptﬂl:lt io modern times,

“Can you mot stay these procredings by
an appeal to the courts for 38 injancuon”™
Judge Black—That would be dificolt in
the couris of Utah., Federal judges have
original jurisdiction and could give us ra-
lief, butmight refuse. They have shown
much zoxiety to get Jor the gowernor the
power that he in now exercisiog withool au-
tharity, and pomsibly bie pscrpation hass
been advised by them. 'If that be true ihey
sre more likely to assist than restrain him.
We can take so nppeal from noy unjust de-
cision they msy make, but we could not be
beard in the Suprewe Court of the DUaited
States for a yesr or two, perhaps. In the
meantime the Mormocs ng:::c sirip of
all they have, wiped ont and driven
into thesea, We most bave 8 shorter and

Euhapn a rharper remedy thaa that 1
ope the Premdent will immedistely,
or in good lime, remove the r

and all other officers in Utah who gire
aid and cowfort in his asaunit upon
the people of the Territory; and if he does
not remove the commisioners he will, x
least, counsel them 1o give the people a fair

Their reason and knowledge
bring them to the conclusion thst polygamy
is a featare of Asistic wanoers which is
wholly uvosuited 10 Americs and Western
Europe, They believe it not only a sin but
& great evil in its effects upon society. I do
not eall that & prejudice; it i=s an bonest con-
viction. It is au hopest comviction which
reaches Lhe hearts of good people through
their intellects, Hut the citizens who feel
this sentiment most stroogly are possibly
those who will be found most snxious to se-
cure the Mormons in their constitutional
rights, No howl for piunder, no oulery for
blood ever comes from themws. They do not
even say, “Stand aside, ] sm holier than
thow.” It is the infidel who believes in
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ooihing, and the political preacher, who bas
o gospel but his maw. They would per-
juriously trample down all law 1o get at the
Mormoos or anybody else that has goods or
chattels, lands or tenements, Do no: sup-
pose Lthat | bave any faolt to fiod with bon-
est people who desire 1o soppress ?ol;glm_v
by legal and constitotionsal means.”
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
